The six billion dollar relief bill for European nations 
and China has been passed by Congress and signed by 
tba President. Many great results have been promised for 
the Marshall Plan. Some of them may work out, but there 
are many donbting Thomases. These doubters recall that 
the internationalists promised the Bretton Woods agree­ 
ment would solve international difficulties, that the four 
billion dollar loan to Great Britain would destroy the 
wolf that was hovering around John Bull’s door and that 
the United Nations wonld end the threat of war for this 
generatioiNind the next. 
We now all ruefully admit that the internationalists 
were mistaken. It is to be hoped that this time they are 
right and that the costly venture known as the Marshall 
Plan will really stop communism in Europe. At any rate, 
it it now up to the engineers of the Plan. The ballyhoo 
and the propaganda are over. The authors must now de­ 
liver the goods unless we chalk up another ghastly in­ 
ternational failure and perhaps face a new international 
war into the bargain. The pious pretense that we werel 
voting money to help the starving and helpless people 
in Europe and Asia has now been dropped and it is gen­ 
erally admitted that we are spending money abroad prin­ 
cipally to stop communism. 
In other words, every vestige of national isolation has 
been «wept away and we are in the international poker 
game as deeply as John Bull has ever been in the past two 
centuries. Perhaps this is inevitable. Perhaps the perfec­ 
tion of the bomber and the submarine have made national 
isolation impossible. At any rate, we are now the leading 
internationalist nation in the world. We are even more 
internationalist than Russia under Stalin. For while com­ 
munism pretends to be an international ideology and per­ 
haps started out that way, it is now a Russian nationalist 
doctrine stemming from Moscow whence comes every im­ 
portant directive to Communists all over the world.

destroy individual enterprise. In Great Britain, for ex­ 
ample, the Socialist government has taken over six ma­ 
jor industries during the three years in which it has been 
in power, and it reaching for more.

Every mother, even with only 
one child, should expect a reason­ 
able amount of noise and confu­ 
sions. How she reacts to it may 
depend on her philosophy and 
poise, which in turn may depend 
heavily 0» her health and degree 
of weariness. 
I’m sure the mother who wrote 
the following is too critical oi her­ 
self and that she is carrying too 
heavy a physical load. 
“Dear 
Dr. Myers: I 
am the 
mother of six children from 16 to 3 
years. Each has his own job to do 
each day. I get along pretty well 
with them although I find their 
noise bothers me much more now 
than it did when I had only two or 
three. I don’t have the patience I 
did have, especially with the boys. 
It seems the games they play are 
noisy and rowdy whereas the girls 
take to quieter amusements. 
Loses Patience 
“I do all my own work and am 
pretty tired and I lose patience 
easily. However, I think my worst 
problem is at meal time. Every- 
body seems to want to talk all at 
once and it turns out to be a pretty 
noisy affair. I know how it should 
be but I don’t know how to achieve 
it. I prepare food for 8 people 3 
times a day and from necessity and 
saving time we all eat the same 
time. I would appreciate It so 
much if you could help me make 
mealtime an enjoyable period in­ 
stead of one that worries me to 
distraction.’’ 
As I wrote tliis mother. 1 am 
sure she is a far better mother 
that she thinks she is. I am glad 
you all eat at the table at the 
same time. In spite of the noise 1 
there and I hope you keep the radio 
silent then—it is a grand family 
experience,

ally of a feeling of belonging to 
the family. Then the conversation 
must be very precious, even when 
several try to talk at once. 
At End Of Meal 
Let me suggest that near the end 
of a meal sometime soon, you and 
the father discuss with the chil­ 
dren around the table ways of 
making the mealtime more orderly 
and companionable. They might 
have some good ideas and be ready 
to help put them into operation. 
Then I wish you would talk over 
with the older children in a kind 
of family council the work which 
has to be done about the home. It 
is fine that “Each has his own job 
to do each day.” 
But 
I doubt

You say you prepare food for 
eight people three times a day. 
Don t these children help you a 
great deal at this?

ment in the commonwealth. 
I.abor Picture 
Pennsylvania's l a b o r picture 
prexentlv wax diversified due to 
the "immobility" of working forces 
resulting from the housing shor­ 
tage. 'tightened

require­ 
ments and some personnel cut­ 
backs. he pointed out. Population 
gains due to wartime Influx of 
out-of-state workers also added to 
the situation, he said.

Improved Grade 
The grade and alignment of the 
extended super-highway will be 
an improvement over the present 
stretch of turnpike. Duff said. 
Grades will not exceed two per 
eent. 
He Mid the turnpike later will be 
extended southeast of King of Prus­ 
sia to connect with a loop around 
Philadelphia planned by the state 
highways department to eliminate 
traffic bottlenecks. 
Construction of thé extension is 
expected to be started this year, 
Doff said.

I heir retu rn —not as entirely free 
people, but still as su b je cts‘of the

The priests and Zenibbabel were 
the leaders of th e 42.000 persons 
who left the land of th eir captiv­ 
ity and “went back home.” A fter a 
long, and what m ust have been a 
tedious journey, the Israelites a r­ 
rived 
and offered 
sacrifices to 
Jehovah for th eir blessings, and 
then they started building the tem ­ 
ple. 
The work was Interrupted In 
later years, however, by some peo­ 
ples who resented the return of 
the Israelites. They hypocriticalIv 
offered to help w ith the building, 
and when they were not allowed to 
do so. thev w rote to the king Ar- 
taxerxes accusing th e Israelites of 
trying to renege on th eir taxes.

CHORAL ATTAINMENTS IN THE

Surprising as it may seem, the 
junior high school age offers a 
golden opportunity vocally. The 
girls’ voices, with their pure, un­ 
effected tones, added to the highly 
emotional status of that age. give 
a choral conductor, who knows 
what to expect, the chance of a 
lifetim e. Of course, the vocal range 
is limited because of the rapid 
development of the vocal chords 
during this period. Most people do 
not realize that the adolescent 
girl’s voice changes the same as 
does the boy’s voice. Because it 
doesn’t make as decided a break, 
the change may go unnoticed. Due 
to the limited range, a conductor 
must select material wisely. How-

obtained, there is no limit to the 
artistic 
heights to which these 
children can be taken. 
In some localities boys enjoy 
having their own 
vocal

without the aid of girls. In such 
cases, boys' glee clubs are the order 
of the day. The Ben Franklin Jun­ 
ior High school 
boys seem to 
favor this arrangement. About fif­ 
ty of them are planning a minstrel 
which will include both part and 
melodic songs The student body 
will provide an audience for their 
show. The boys fortunately have 
seventh period free for practice 
two days a week. The girls, who are 
planning to give a spring program, 
.must 
do their 
practice 
before 
school in the morning. 
Over a period of years we have 
developed a rather unique organ­ 
ization. By combining the flute­ 
like voices of the grade school 
children with the full-bodied voic­ 
es of the junior high school age. 
we have found it possible to ob­ 
tain effects Impossible with cither 
of the groups alone. We combine 
these two groups for either a 


Christmas or Easter program every 
year.

week, always lend an audience for 
any vocal undertaking which we 
might have time to arrange. 


VISUAL EDUCATION 
The two most important duties 
of a teacher are to inspire his 
pupils with the desire to learn and 
to guide and direct them in their 
learning process. Perhaps the chief 
objective in introducing a unit for 
study, then, is to create an interest 
in the unit and to arouse the cur­ 
iosity of the student to the degree 
that he becomes eager to start the 
work on the unit. 
The teachers of the New Castle

Visual instruction is not a radi­ 
cal departure from the regular and 
accepted methods of teaching. In- 
I stead, it is a more elaborate and 
j glorified use of many of the earlier

j books, blackboards, lantern slides, 
i and many other aids and tools. To- 
; day it is and should be just as 
definitely a part of the school pro­ 
gram as the textbooks which are 
i used daily in the classroom.
